Murder victim, 20, named locally as police bid to trace witnesses

THE man stabbed in West Ham on 
New Year’s Eve has been named 
locally as Taofeek Lamidi. 

Police officers were called to 
Memorial Avenue at 7.37pm on 
December 31. 

The 20-year-old, who would have 
turned 21 on January 2, was found 
suffering from multiple stab 
injuries. 

Police officers and London 


Ambulance Service paramedics 
tried to resuscitate him but he was 
pronounced dead at 8.22pm. 

The stabbing was one of four 
unrelated fatal knife attacks across 
London on New Year’s Eve and 
early into New Year’s Day. 

A murder investigation was 
launched by the Met’s homicide and 
major crime command under DCI 
Will Reynolds. 


DCI Reynolds said: “This attack 
has robbed a young man of his 
future and robbed a family of their 
loved one. 

“The victim was with a number of 
people at the time of the attack, and 
I urgently need to trace this group of 
young men. 

“Memorial Avenue is a busy resi¬ 
dential area close to West Ham sta¬ 
tion. 


“I know that there were people in 
the area who witnessed the incident, 
and I also need them to come for¬ 
ward.”

Council 
ignores Local 
Plan policies 

DOES Redbridge Council 
support social segregation? Is 
it content that some people 
may become second class cit¬ 
izens? Why does Redbridge 
ignore its own Local Plan 
policies? 

At its meeting on December 
20, 2017, Redbridge planning 
committee approved an appli¬ 
cation by the Southern 
Housing Group to redevelop 
the site of the former Avenue 
pub at Eastern Avenue, 
Newbury Park with a dense 
residential scheme. 

There are three main blocks 
fronting Eastern Avenue 
which range in height from 
six to ten storeys. Seven 
Kings and Newbury Park 
Residents’ Association, whilst 
not opposing the residential 
redevelopment of this site, 
has objected to various 
aspects of the Southern 
Housing Group scheme, not 
least being the ten-storey 
block. 

The residents’ association 
has argued that this part of 
Newbury Park is not a desig¬ 
nated Tall Buildings Zone in 
neither the draft Local Plan 
nor in the current Borough 
Plan. 

The association suggested 
that the 10-storey block 
should be reduced in height 
by two floors with the “lost” 
flats being provided by 
increasing the height of the 
six-storey block. 


Apparently, this is not pos¬ 
sible because Southern 
Housing Group wants the 
social rented, shared owner¬ 
ship and private sale flats in 
separate blocks with separate 
entrances. 

It was suggested at the plan¬ 
ning meeting that this was 
necessary for management 
purposes and because tenants 
of the social rented flats could 
not afford the level of mainte¬ 
nance to be given to the other 
blocks. 

Does this mean that the ten¬ 
ants of the rented flats will be 
treated as second class citizens 
with a reduced level of build¬ 
ing maintenance? Clearly this 
would be social segregation. 

Is this a future Grenfell 
Tower? 

Not only is the former pub 
site not in a Tall Buildings 
Zone, at the planning com¬ 
mittee meeting, officers 
admitted that the 10-storey 
block did not satisfy the tests 
set out in the draft Local 
Plan. 

Additionally, the council’s 
own highways officers 
objected to the scheme 
because of its lack of suffi¬ 
cient on-site car parking 
spaces. 

Notwithstanding, the com¬ 
mittee saw fit to ignore both 
the draft Local Plan (which 
has recently been through the 


proper statutory processes, 
including public consultations 
and an examination in public) 
and the current Borough 
Plan, and approved this 
scheme. 

This appears to be a clear 
example of the council decid¬ 
ing that its own statutorily 
decided policies do not apply 
to its own decision-making. It 
has certainly failed in its duty 
to properly represent the resi¬ 
dents of the borough. 

It is clear to us that this is 
an issue which should be 
examined by the appropriate 
council scrutiny committee - 
but, of course, that would 
require the council to follow 
its own rules.

WALTHAM Lorest, 
Redbridge and Barking 
and Dagenham are to 
have more neighbour¬ 
hood police officers 
after the Mayor of 
London appointed 526 
dedicated ward officers 
to police London. 

Sadiq Khan’s policing 
strategy will see at least 
two dedicated PCs and a 
Police Community 
Support Officer in place 
in every London neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

London has 629 wards 
- smaller sections of par¬ 
liamentary constituen¬ 
cies - and Waltham 
Lorest is split into 20 
wards. 

Until last year most 
wards had just one dedi¬ 
cated PC and one PCSO, 
with two PCs in around 
100 of the areas with the 
highest demand. 

Mr Khan said: “My top 
priority as mayor is 
keeping Londoners safe, 
and this starts with real 
neighbourhood policing. 

“At a time when the 
Met is dealing with 
unprecedented pressures 
due to the Government’s 
huge funding cuts and 
the shift in the threat of 
terrorism, neighbour¬ 
hood policing is more 
important than ever.”

AFC Wimbledon 2 
Southend United 0 
Sky Bet League One 
By Rowland Lyons at the 
Cherry Red Records Stadium 
LACKLUSTRE Southend are only 
four points off the drop zone after 
suffering a New Year’s Day reverse at 
improving Wimbledon. 

Liam Trotter and Tom Soares strikes 
eased the hosts to a comfortable win, 
with Southend boss Phil Brown fear¬ 
ing for his future and admitting: “I 
have the full backing of the chairman, 
but in tight situations like these it [the 
sack] is always in the back of your 
mind. I will see how far things go.” 

Despite a slow start, the Shrimpers 
almost took an audacious lead on 25 
minutes, when the recalled Dru 
Yearwood tried his luck from 25 
yards with a swerving effort that 
keeper George Long did well to catch 
at the first attempt. 

Southend’s progress was halted 
barely two minutes later when an 
unmarked Trotter appeared to mis- 
kick home his 10-yarder from 
Callum Kennedy’s cross after the 
Shrimpers had opportunities to clear 
George Francombe’s free-kick. 

Southend then failed to muster a 
decent reply, with Yearwood round¬ 
ing off a good move, only to send in 
a poor cross. 


Trotter and Harry Forrester wasted 
good opportunities shortly before the 
interval, as the Dons turned up the 
pressure. 

There seemed no way back for the 
Shrimpers, when top scorer Taylor, 
whose flag-kick, two minutes after 
the turnaround, saw Soares get the 
vital touch to Trotter’s goalbound 
effort despite Jason Demetriou’s best 
efforts to clear, leaving Southend 
with a mountain to climb. 

Brown made three changes, with the 
third, Jermaine McGlashan, almost 
making an instant impact with a 65th 
minute cross, that Simon Cox should 
have converted, but his close-range 
header flew harmlessly over Long’s 
goal. 

Wimbledon, with a weekend FA 
Cup date at Wembley against Spurs 
to look forward to, comfortably held 
out, with only Anthony Wordsworth 
off-target with an 80th minute free- 
kick, and McGlashan slicing wide 
three minutes from time. 

A disappointed Brown said: “They 
defended properly - we didn’t. We 
need to keep clean sheets. We only 
started playing after both their goals.” 

He added: “Only the players and 
myself can turn things around. The 
January transfer window is open. I’d 
like to make four changes. But peo¬ 
ple’s livelihoods - the backroom 
staff - are at stake. I’ve pointed fin¬ 
gers at one or two players, they didn’t

like it. But, when players cross the 
line their livelihoods aren’t at stake. 

“At this moment in time we don’t 
look like we’re going to keep a clean 
sheet.

Brown concluded: “Having seen 
three good men lose their jobs before 
today, if I’m still in charge for the 


Northampton game, then, I shall pre¬ 
pare the players in the best possible 
way.” 

Blues’ defender Harry Kyprianou 
admitted: “Collectively, as a unit, 
we’ve got to do better. We conceded 
from two dead-ball situations today, 
just as we conceded from three cor¬ 
ners, recently, at Scunthorpe. 

“There is a frustration in the dress¬ 
ing room, but we must start pulling 
together and start performing better. 

“But, one-nil down at half-time, we 
‘killed’ ourselves going further 
behind after the break. 

“We take one game at a time and 
that starts at Northampton on 
Saturday (kick-off 3pm).”

“Our game plan worked today, and 
we thoroughly deserved the win.”

Daggers and O’s fight out a goalless draw

DAGENHAM & REDBRIDGE and 
Leyton Orient had to be content with a 
share of the National League spoils 
after playing out a hard-fought goalless 
draw in front of a season’s best crowd 
on New Year’s Day. 

Dagenham were certainly looking 
for an altogether more positive 
month. John Still’s men slipped out 
of the play-off places following just 
one victory during December. 

Nevertheless, a late goal from 
Mason Bloomfield had salvaged a 
point at Ebbsfleet United last time out, 
keeping the Daggers within a point of 
the coveted top-seven spots. 

Orient travelled across east London 
looking for an immediate response to 
Saturday’s defeat at the hands of 
Bromley at Brisbane Road. This was 
the O’s first setback in five matches, a 
run which included a hard-fought 2-0 
win over the Daggers on Boxing Day. 

The Daggers were chasing their first 


competitive victory over the O’s in 17 
years, and they were almost behind in 
the opening seconds as Macauley 
Bonne was a whisker away from a 
telling contact after David Mooney 
fashioned an opening from the right. 

Soon after, Daggers keeper Mark 
Cousins was called into action, turn¬ 
ing over Josh Koroma’s troublesome 
effort from eighteen yards.

Then, Bonne fired 
over following a sweeping move as 
Orient began the half with a flourish. 

With the tempo ever increasing, the 
game became stretched, with clear-cut 
opportunities coming at a premium as 
the sides scrapped for an advantage. 

Fejiri Okenabirhie passed up a glo¬ 
rious late chance for the Daggers, fir¬ 
ing over from close range following a 
swift raid down the right. 

Despite their robust toil, neither team 
was able to crystalise a decisive 
moment to clinch all three points, 
which was probably a fair outcome. 

After the game, O’s boss Justin 


Edinburgh said: “I’ve just said to the 
players that they dug really deep. 
We’ve got a togetherness now, real 
belief. We did the ugly side of the 
game really well today. 

“I couldn’t have asked for any more.”
